Dike breach floods farmland 


In February of this year, Bradford West Gwillimbury 
Council agreed to support a petition under the Drainage 
Act, that would have established a Drainage Works Area 
for the privately-owned dikes, berms and pumping 
station between the GO train tracks and the Holland 
River, east of Bradford. 

As recendy as Friday afternoon, May 24, Drainage 


Jonkman Jr. and 
representatives of the 
Lake Simcoe Region 
Conservation Authority 
flew over the lands in 
question, viewing the 
existing works, and the 
freshly-planted fields. 

But Just hours later, 
sometime before 6:30 a.m. 
on Saturday morning, the 
privately constructed dike 
was breached - and all 170 
acres of farmland were 
soon beneath 2' to 8’ of 


Jonkman was called by the panicking landowners, 
although at that point, there was little he could do but 
watch, as approximately 35’ of the dike gave way to high 
water levels and high winds. “It was evident that it was 
flooding,” Jonkman said. “The water was coming in, but 
there was nothing you could do, but wait.” 

By Monday, though, he had mobilized the contractors 
working on the Holland Marsh Drainage Improvement 
project, and had them bring their heavy equipment to 
the site by barge. “It’s a private system, but I couldn’t just 



walk away from it," Jonkman said. 

At 2 p.m. on May 27, the contractors began plugging 
the hole in the dike, and soon had it filled. Pumps were 
also brought in from the Holland Marsh project, to begin 
pumping down the water levels - although it will be a 
slow process, over a week or more, to prevent the collapse 
of other dikes in the area. 

What caused the original 
"blow out” isn't clear. Poor 
construction, muskrat 
burrows in the dike, saturated 
soils following days of heavy 
rain, high water levels and 
heavy north winds - "you 
can’t tell now,” said Jonkman. 
The repairs have been 
proceeding as “emergency 
work’; and monitoring of 
the dike is ongoing, even as 
water levels are lowered. The 
landowner’s recendy planted 
crops are a “total loss,” 
Jonkman said, but there is still 

Hie Town’s wastewater treatment plant discharge pipe, 
which runs parallel to the dike, was not affected by the 
flooding. 

And all of the farmer’s fuel and chemical storage was 
above the flood level. “Propane, gas, chemicals, fertilizers 
- everything was above water, which is a big deal.” 

The disaster makes it “just as important” for the Town to 
move ahead with the drainage petition, and incorporate 
management of the area into the Holland Marsh 
Drainage scheme, Jonkman said. 
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Bradford arrests in Chop Shop bust 

On May 22, South Simcoe Police Street Crime Unit 
assisted the York Regional Police Auto/Cargo Theft Unit 
with the execution of a search warrant at 20100 Bathurst 
St. in the Township of King. Two individuals from 
Bradford were located on the property, and arrested. 

Officers searched a barn and located numerous car 
parts, along with 6 stolen vehicles and 2 stolen trailers, 
with an approximate value of $150,000. 

As a result of what was discovered atthechopshop, 
South Simcoe police executed a search warrant at the 
residence of the two Bradford accused, and located a 
large quantity of additional evidence. A 21 year old male 
and a 22 year old male, both from Bradford, were charged 
with Theft over $5000, Possession of Property Obtained 
by Crime Over $5000, and Alter Vehicle ID Number. 

Industrial accident investigation 

A 31 year old Barrie man is in stable condition in 
Sunnybrook Hospital, after an industrial accident at a 
Bradford West Gwillimbury business. On May 27, the 
employee was working on a truck transmission when 
it fell and struck him in the head. He was transported 
to hospital by car, then taken to Sunnybrook with a 
fractured skull. South Simcoe Police were not notified 
until some time after the accident, and have called in the 
Ministry of Labour to investigate. Surveillance video was 
seized, and the investigation is ongoing.
